Captain Cooper is a 
perfect gentleman and his only arms are a 
spade, a shovel,a pick and a hatchet. His 
colony is well fixed for money and will, by 
lawful means, secure the removal of any 
squatters who have violated the conditions of 
the opening proclamation. 

THE MOST REMARKABLE FFATURES 
of the night’s events were to be scer—on the 
vacant land just West of the Santa Fe depot. 
This gradually tends toward the town, and is 
eminently adapted for camping. The scarcity 
of water kept the boomers off if. During the 
last few days, however, hundreds of sinall 
tents have been pitched. They are occupied 
by men who profess to be land attorneys, culo- 
ny agents, ete. The general impression crea- 
ted by them is not favorable, All night they 
were breaking camp, and there were not 
twenty tents by this morning where there were 
over 150 yesterday. The attivity, otherwise, 
of the men was rewarkable, and their eager- 
ness to trade with strangers was greater. Mos 
of the tents were lighted up all night, and the 
singular sights on the canvass were: thus made 
very distinct. At the last the men broke 
camp and packed up’ their belongings. - The 
scene rapidly changed, and by daybreak the 
vacant blocks had well nigh resumed their 
wonted appcarance, |

The Mighty Rush for the Front—Scenes and 
incidents of the Start.

THE TRAINS AT THE DEPOT 

had been got well into shape for the expected 
exodus, Mr. Avery Turner, superintendent of 
this division of the Santa Fe, personally super- 
intended the labor of marshalling the freight 
cars into shape, to be made up into trains, 
which are to follow close after the passenger 
trains. This work is the more necessary be- 
cause of the immense army of people going to 
Guthrie, and who will be without substantial 
food until the arriyal of freight. The depot 
was crowded all night, and the sale of tickets 
kent on steadily, nine-tenths of those issued 
being to Guthrie and most of the balance to 
Arthur. This latterstation is just over the line, 
and as all trains will stop before leaving the 
Cherokee strip, the holdersof tickets to Arthur 
propose to jumpoff at the line. The platforms 
at both the old and new depot were thronged

After the train had got clear of the yard 
limits, a young fellow made a rush at the 
press bageage car, and it was thought he was 
ran down, but he had succeeded in swinging 
himself upon the truck, on which he rode 38 
miles without getting hurt. There were only 
two ladies on the train. Theirnames were 
Brita Hult, of Locust street, Topeka, and Miss 
Nellyse, of the same town. 

Fach had a light boomer’s outfit and ex- 
pressed confidence in the gallantry of the men 
to enable them to Jocate claims. Among the 
other passengers were 180 members of the 
Arkansas City Old Soldiers’ colony, under 
command of Captain Thomas Hicks and C.W.

JUST INSIDE THE INDIAN TERRITORY. 

Here there were several inmates of the In- 
dian training schoo! on the prairie. The creek 
was crossed and the train proceeded quite 
steadily along, never getting up anything oi a 
speed. Cattle in large herds were observed to 
be feeding on the prairio on both sides, and 
the general appearance of the country was 
very pléasing. The rext depot passed was 
Willow Springs, and twelve miles further 
Ponca was reached. Thesmell caused by 

THE DFAD BODIES OF CATTLE 

was very oifensive, and a large number of 
carcasses could be seen lying around. Near 
here were large numbers of Indians, who 
were erowding about the agency and who 
viewed the heavily loaded trains with strange 
and rather scared looks. <A mile further and 
the bridge over Salt Fork was reached. This is 
the means whereby many boomers got safely 
over the fork. Its appearance was very peculiar 
the construction of a wagon road of 
lumber across it having materially 
changed the original idea of archi- 
tecture. Only five boomers’ wagons weré 
waiting on the north side of the fork, and 
these had evidently abandoned the idea 
of completing the journey. One wagon with- 
out horses was pointed out as belonging to 
a boomer whose team had been drowned. 

A brief stoppage of the train enabled the 
boys to get fhe passenger on the track into the 
car. He was greeted with good-humored ban- 
ter. A dozen men offered him 

A SHARE OF THEIR LUNCH, 
andas muny flasks of best Kansas whisky were 
placed at lis disposal. . The young fellow’s 
name was Harvey Sadler. From Ponca to Red 
Rock the track runs for quite a distancein a 
cutting, the sides of which, like the banks 
and bed of the Salt Fork, are of an 
almost bright red. Past Red Rock, 
a singularly appropriate name for a station in 
such a locality, the biutfs increase in number, 
The cuttings are deep and the grade very steep. 
The train made poor progress up it, and as it 
did so, the gradual falling off in the quality of 
the soil was noticed. The northern and cen- 

tral portion of the Cherokee strip is

absolutely level and abounding in evidence 
of fertility. Nearer there is more timber and 
the grass is less rich, and plentiful but all the 
strip is good for farming. The enormous 
bunches of cattle presented a grand spectacle, 
but the number of dead animals seemed very 
large. Atone place there must have been 
at least 200 carcasses lying closetogether. At 
Red Fork station, twenty-five miles from the 
line, a halt had to be called, as the cattle 
train was blocking the road_ ahead. 
In less tlian five minutes the 
second train caught up and _ halted 
but a seore of yards behind. It was now after 
11. and all hope of reaching the line by noon 
was abandoned, though so good time was made 
subsequently that the boomers became more

acres foreach. So far it was just possible that 
every boomer seen iad waited until 12 o’clock 
before he crossed the line, but 

SQUATTERS PURE AND SIMPLE 
now came in view. They sprang out of the 
woods on every side, and it was evident from 
the appearance of some of them that they had 
been hiding for weeks. It was a strange and 
quite an unprecedented sight. Men stood on 
the open prairie with an ax or a spade in hand, 
and an aspect of proprietorship which was un- 
mistakable. Other men were 

RACING AS THOUGH FOR LIFE, 
urging their horses forward by every means in 
their power, and straining every nerve to reach 
the desired spot. One horse was tearing along 
at full speed with its saddle empty. It 
seemed imbued with the spirit of the occasion, 
and was pulling double at every stride. A 
four-horse wagon was being hurried along 
with great rapidity. One occupant of it had 
a banner aloft and others were shouting and 
yelling vigorously. No attempt was made to 
pick a good track, and the wagon 
was dashed over lhe ground in 
utter recklessness, At Alfred, the first 
station inside Oklahoma, as mang as fifty men 
left the train and hurried off with their traps 
to get possession of the spots they considered 
the best. The utter failure of the arrangement 
to keep out boomers until after high noon was 
made apparent at this point. Our train had 
been running at high speod, and was the first 
train to cross the line since Sunday evening, 
yet there was 

A DOSEN TENTS PITCHED 

around the depot, and as far as the eye could 
reach every available quarter section had been 
locaved. After leaving Arthur the boomers 
could be seen all along the line, and in the far 
distance, some wajking, some riding and some 
peacefully squatting. Thero could be no pre- 
tens¢ that any of these had obeyed the law, 
and the immense number who hadeluded the 
Vigilance of the military is 
ascandal. The officers have kept on announc- 
ing all along that there were no boomers in the 
country, that all newspaper reports to the con- 
trary were false, and that the guard was ample 
to keep out all persistent ones, yet a conserva- 
tive estimate places ,the number of squatters 
detected from the train between the line and 
Gathrie at 500. Considering that the land 
passed through was of a quite Spoor character, 
far below’ the average of Oklahoma, this 
points to the conclusion that there must have 
been nearly 
ENOUGH BOOMERS WITHIN THE TERRITORY 
to take up all the best claims before any law- 
abiding boomers had crossed into it. When 
the word to advance was given at the north 
line the boomers started forward at various 
rates of speed. All who desired to locate any- 
where near the track in the north end of the 
territory found themselves forestalled. ‘Some 
turned back in disgust, and others pushed 
further on into tho interior. 

But, for the absolute contempt of the presi- 
dent’s reminder of the dangers of premature 
occupation, 

GUTHRIE TAKES THE ABSOLUTE LEAD. 

It could not be legally reached by road in ad- 
yance of the train, vet when the town site came 
in view, it was literally covered with lot claim- 
ants. Where they had sprung from no one can 
tell, but the fact remains that while on Sun- 
day night the embryo town was occupied only 
by soldiers and deputy marshals and govern- 
ment and _ railroads officials, at 1:30 
today 600 lots had been staked out 
and iifty-three tents -erected. 

The location is well suited for atown. The 
railroad runs along a valley, on the west of 
which is a creek with considerable timber, 
which forms a picturesque background to the 
depot. This is a fair-sized building with am- 
ple accommodation. . The town, or town site, 
is on the other side of the track, and the 
ground slopes gradually up tothe summit ofa 
little ridge, and as gently down the other side, 
thus providing perfect natural drainage. At 
the summit, and facing west, is the land office, 
a frame building with two rooms, and near at 
haud is atemporary postottice. Detween these 
landmarks and the depot there was, when the 
train came in sight yesterday, quite a crowd of 
people among whom the soldiers were freely 
mingling. What happened as the train began

As the train went on towards the de- 
pot the passengers kept jumping off, and,asall 
had the same objective points, there werea 
serfes of lines of runners, all straining to reach 
the same point.

Passen- 
gers jumped and rolled off while the train was 
moving, and rushed madly after tne fast 
retreating crowd like sheep. They followed 
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the lead given them, and when they ascer- 
tained that they had been forestalled, they 
went cheerfully forward on the prairie and 
staked out their lots. 

One man, evidently with a view to planting 
out an addition, rana little ahead, and an- 
nounced his intention of holding the entire 
quarter section which being beyond the town 
site reservation, was open for homesteading 
in the ordinary manner. No one heeded him. 
The process of 

“LOT SEIZING WENT ON” 
and after a little while the ambitious one gave 
in and contented himself with one lot. Among 
those hurrying up the hill, were the two 
ladies who succeeded in securing a claim, and 
will hold it, provided the government will al- 
low a half a dozen sectiens to be reserved for 
the town site, as they are locuted outside the 
reservation. These ladies are from Calffor- 


- Nia, and their names are Louisa and Amelia 


Jennings. There was a considerable interval 
before another train arrived, but the third 
and fourth came in close together, discharging 
its cargo of passengers to add to the astounding 
crush. The limits of the city kept on increas- 
ing, and by the time the fifth and sixth train 
unloaded the city extended far away into the 
distance. Altogether ten trains got in before 
three o'clock, and making due allowance for 
those that went on to Oklahoma City, there 
must have been at least 
SIX THOUSAND PEOPLE IN GUTHRIE 

three hours after the territory was legally 
open for settlement. It was wonderful the 
manner in which disputes among the new 
comers were settled in this early part of the 
proceedings. Sometimes half a dozen men

“There was not one 
in the party who kad ever made 
an arrest, and it was stated that the 
aggyegate capital of the crowd Was 
over $2,000,000, They rode down on a Pacific 
car and alighting from the train showed their 
commissions as deputy marshals, properly 
signed and attested, and so the soldiers, much 
against their will, were compelled to permit 
thom toremain.

SWORN TO PROTECT THEIR FELLOWS. 

The leaders of the companies have agreed 
that if any considerable portion of them fail te 
get into Oklahoma, they will league together 
and take possession of the Cherokee strip. 
Two-thirds even of these organized men will 
be left, andin a week from today they will 
have 10,000 determined men, desperate from 
the failure of cherished plans, driving stock 
out of the strip and holding down the c’aims. 
The hope of the men who have this desperate 
enterprise is to have so many people in the 
strip in a short time it will be thought better 
{o leave them than attempt to drive them out. 

Arkansas City is the headquarters of the 
engineers of the scheme, but auxiliaries are 
located along the line and the rush will be 
simultaneous at all points. Officers fear thig 
and will endeavor to hurry a patrol for the 
strip from Oklahoma to anticipate and thus 
prevent the rush expected, 

It is well known that such a scheme has 
been talked of by Colonel Cole and other Ok- 
lahoma agitators, and the present time they 
find most opportune to make their advance. 
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CROWDING THE CARS. 


Fifteen Coaches, Full of Boomers, Arrive aw 
Wichita, 

St. Louis, April 22.---The Republic’s Wich 
ita, Kas., special says: The first train south 
of Santa Fe, consisting of fifteen coaches, ar- 
rived yesterday, and there was no standing 
room in the coaches. People filled the spaces 
between the cars and clung to the steps. One 
enterprising boomer rode on the cow-catcher. 
The crowd cheered him as the train entered 
the depot. There were about 1,400 people on 
the train. Arrivals yesterday numbered at 
least 5,000. Of this number one-third went 
south to reach the line of Oklahoma, in order 
to be ready for the wotd “go.’’ Others went 
to Purcell. Railroad officials are greatly wor- 
ried over the prospects of moving so many 
people. The side tracks are filled with flats, 
cattle cars and a grave! train also in the col- 
lection, none of which will be belowthe de- 
mand. Everything on wheels will be utilized 
if necessary. 

THIEVES AT WORK. 

Thieves are busily at word on the trains and 
many a pocr boomer bas been fleeced of his all. 
There are uo less than fifty professional thieves 
under surveillance by detective—among them 
“Crooked Legged Baker,” who did an active 
business in the ‘lightning change act’’ in Penne 
sylvania in 1585. The mayor of Arkansas City 
issued a proclamation permitting stores to be 
kept open yesterday for the convenience of 
boomers. They were well patronized. 

A disturbance took place at Purce!! between 
rival land speculators and their adherents, in 
which revolvers and Winchesters were fired; 
freely, however, without any serious result. 
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DANGEROUS STREAMS. 


Rains Swell the Creeks and Several Boumeré 
are Drowned. 

ARKANSAS City, April 22.—Saturday night 
there was a continuons line of camp fires from 
Whartor, the last station in the Cherokee 
strip, to Arkansas City. There were fewer 
fires along the border line of the promised land 
than would have been expected. Compara- 
tively few of the wagon men reached the 
Oklahoma line until last night and this morn- 
ing. Salt Fork creek, which winds through 
the strip and on the banks of which the Ponca 
reservation is situated, cansed the settlers 
much delay. The rains had made it so high 
that fording was dangerous and only a few 
were foolhardy cnough to venture it. 

Captain Hayes and his company, who eseort- 
ed the settlers tothe border, rendered them 
most valuable service. He induced the Santa 
Fe road to permit him tolay planks beside and 
between the tracks of the railroad bridge and 
get emigrants over. A soldier with a red Hag 
half a mile fromthe east end of the bridge, 
prevented any trains from approaching until 
the bridge was clear. In spite of the precau- 
tions, a woman and twochildren and a num- 
ber of cattle were drowned at the bridge. 
Captain Haves’s good work at the Salt Fork 
bridge kept him and his troops from getting 
to the Oklahoma border until this morning. 

A careful estimate is that within a radius of 
five miles from the border entrance on the 
Ponca trail, fully 500 men were at least a mile 
over the line. Wire fences divide the strip 
from Oklahoma. ‘The men did not know the 
fence was the dividing line, or, if they did, did 
not heed it. No soldiers were there to dispute 
their entrance or to tell where the line wag. 
Without let or hindrance a great number of 
people went into Oklahoma as early as Satur- 
day night. The sky was cloudless and it wag 
cool this morning. The crowd at the depot 
was larger than was expected. 

PHOTOGRAPHING THE CROWD. 

From the top of the dispatcher’s office,a pho 
tographer took the crowd. Four trains with 
ten coaches each stood about ready forthe 
start. Crowds of people walked up and down 
on the tops of the cars. The moment the doors 
were thrown openthe cars were filled. A 
crowd followed the Hewspaper men, hoping te 
find by them which train started first. Fifty 
teuts which were pitched about the depot were 
down before 6 o’clock. It is estimated that 
5,000 men were at the depot awaiting transpor- 
tation. 

The outfits at the depot were striking. 
Spades and axes were the most common equip- 
ments. Before the train started the town was 
aimost deserted. There are many women 
among those who go to Guthrie. The danger 
seemed to have been lost sight of. Many 
crowded under the cars until the police stopped 
them. 

THE FIRST TRAIN. 

It was 8:45 o’elock when the first train 
pulled out. A shout from a thousand voices 
announced the fact. The press car was next 
to the engine and eight cars were attached. 
There were fully fifty persons in the press car. 
Many had no credentials. Many freight traing 
have been supplied with seats to follow later, 
At St. Louis and San Francisco crossing, where 
a stop was necessary, the people besieged thé 
first train, but guards kept them off. Just 
outside the city two daring men got on the we 
brakes under the presscar. At the speed 
which the train started the train will reach 
Guthrie late. A wagon bridge across the Ars 
kan river was full of settlers’ wagons. Two

The supreme court handed down the decis- 
ion in thé case of Colonel Jesse A. Robson, ex- 
tax collector of Washington county yesterday. 

He was convicted of embezzlement in the 
superior court of Washington and moved for a 
new trial. The motion was overruled and the 
case was carried to the supreme court. 

That tribunal yesterday aflirmed the judg- 
ment of the court below. 

According to this decision, Mr. Robson will 
have to serve the sentence of the court below, 
which is two years in the penitentiary. 

The penalty for embezzlement is not less 
than two nor more than seven years in the 
penitentiary. | 

Judge Hines sentenced Mr. Robson to two 
years—the lightest penalty, which, under the 
law, he could irapose. 

The charge was that when tax col- 
Jector Mr. Robson appropriated to his own use 
the state’s money, about $3,000. He put in 
the defense that his safe had been robbed. 

The amount alleged to have been used 
Was Me'A good by Mr. Robson and the 
sureties on his bond, he having given up the 
bulk of his propeaty to reimburse the state. 
After this he was prosecuted and convicted. 

The supreme court says that ‘‘the offense of 
einbezziement by a public officer is not the 
less punishable because the sureties upon his 
official bond have responded to the state for 
his default, and he has reimbursed them for so 
doing, though he be not indicted until after- 
Wards.”’ 

Lhe decision of the supreme court concludes 
With these words: 

‘Touching the general merits of the case and 
the suficiency ofthe evidence to warrant the 
verdict we content ourselves with quoting 
from the opinion of the able and impar- 
tial judge who presided at the trial, and whose 
Opinion in deciding adversely on the motion 
for a new trial has come to us asa part of the 
record, 

He says: ‘I cannot say that the verdict is 
contrary to.the evidence and law of the case, 
neither does it appear to be against the weight 
of the evidence. I cannct come to the con- 
clusion that the jury was not justified in say- 
ing he was guilty beyond a reasonable doubt. 
The defendant made the square issue that the 
funds of the state in his hands as tax collector 
Was 
the money stolen by Willic Corneal, or was it 
embezzled by the defendant ?’ 

‘That was the sharp clean cut issue which 
the defendant made with the state. 

“There was no middle ground, no allegation 
of extravaganco, or reckless expenditure or 
innocent appropriation of the state’s money, 
with intent to account for it at the proper 
time, or failure owing to misfortune or mis- 
calculation. ! 

“In reply to the proposition that the money 
was stolen, there was cvidence that the de 
fendant paid a note of his own, with money 
taken from a pile in or on his desk where he 
Was sitting atthe receipt of customs taking 
in the taxes of the people. The jury might infer 
that the defendant used the state’s money for 
this purpose. There was the evidence 
of several witnesses that the defendant 
stated he had used the = state’s 
money in buying land. There was in 
evidence his statement that he had used the 
state’s money in electienecring and in livi 
There was his letter of the fifth of May, 1887, 
to the comptroller-general, in which he begged 
to be bridged over until October, offers to con- 
vey tothat officer eighteen hundred acres of 
land, and pay twenty per cent interest for in- 
dulgence, plead that he would be ruined if in- 
dulgence was not granted him, and yet he 
does not mention the fact that the state’s 
money was stolen. 

“The defendant kept the robbery secret. 
Froin all these circumstances the jury. might 
well infer that the theory that the money was 
stolen was not true in fact. 

“I would have been glad to have been able 
to say in my conscious that the evidence failed 
toshow the defendant guilty beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt, and thus have been in a posi- 
tion to grant him a new trial, but I cannot so 
say in good conscience.” 

Mr. Robson before this trouble wasa very 
popular man in Washington county. At one 
time he was a prominent lawyer. He is a 
one-legged ex-confederate soldier, and his war 
record wis superb.

“His delight in the beautiful manifested it- 
self in many ways, notably in his love of flow- 
ers. He was passionately fond of flowers. He 
did not despise a flower that°bloomed. They 
were in liarmony with his nature. In his wor- 
ship of them, his generous nature found 
expression and their beauty and 
perfume were to him sources of 
inexpressible pleasure. Unwilling to enjoy 
them alone, they were plucked for his friends. 
Today, as I stand here and bring him back to 
my mind, he seemsto come with flowers in 
his hands, and, ashe extends them, I almost 
hear him say what I have heard so often, 
**here, I brought them for you.’””’ He was ac- 
customed to place them ncar mé on the bencb, 
and there from day to day and month to month 
as the dreary painful round was trod, his flow- 
ers were the only thing that gladdened the eye 
or tended to lift pressure from the heart. 
Earth may lose the rich, the powerful, the 
great, and the loss, if loss it be, can easily be 
repaired; but- when there is withdrawn one 
whose nature is al! kindness and gentleness, 
be the circle of his influence narrow or wide, 
within it the loss is irreparable, 

‘I cherish his memory. I cherish it ten- 
derly. Others may pluck tlowers and strew 
them along to gladden the ways of life; others 
may worship the beautiful and constantly 
Search for the bright side of ‘things, but in loy- 
alty to his memory. my heart tells me that in 
all my time, l have not known the grave to 
close upon a more kind hearted gentleman.”’

Female college, had been recently found at 
the house of Green Lockett, a negro living on 
the Woolfolk plantation. This is the first in- 
timation that a trunk with Miss Peari’s clothes 
had been lost or was missing from the Wool- 
folk house after the murder. 

It will be remembered that the Woolfolk 
family was killed ona Friday night, preceding 
the Saturday on which a large neighborhood 
picnic was to have been held, and it was stated 
that the Woolfolk family had nade extensive 
preparations to attend the picnic, and had pre- 
pared a large basket full of eatables for the 
picnic, but the next morning when the discov- 
ery of the terrible murder was made 

NO TRACE OF THE BASKET 
and its contents could be found. The defense 
argued that the murder was committed by 
some wandering tramp or negroes who had 
made way with the picnic goodies.

These te eli to 


THE BIG BLAZE. 
A COMPLETE ACCOUNT OF THE 8Uf- 
FERERS BY SUNDAY’S FIRE. 


Details of Insurance snd the Location of the 
Different Firms Wio Were Forced to Remove 
on Account of the Conflagration—Scenes and 
Incidents Connected With the Fire. 


— — 


Sunday’s fire was much talked of yesterday. 

The Atlanta people have the utmost confi- 
dence in the efticiency of the fire department. 
It was never better illustrated than during the 
progress of the fire Sunday evening. 

Just across the street from the burning 
building stands the Metronolitan hotel. It 
was full of people when the fire bells rang. 

Instead of making a panic of the alarm, the 
ladies of the house went quietly to work and 
packed up their clothes in their trunks, and all 
that they could not get into their trunks they 
rolled up in blankets and quilts, so that they 
might be ready for any emergency. 

The gentlemen boarders got out the little 
hose that is used about the house, and played 
a small stream on the walls until they got too 
hot. They had to retreat until the firemen 
threw a few spurts ef water over there and 
cooled the walis that were blistering with the 
heat. 

Mrs. Keith, who had just recovered from a 
long and serious illness, was overcome with 
the excitement and had to lie down. 

With that exception there was noia single 
incident thatcould be classed under the head 
of a casualty. 

Of course. Cap Joyner’s fame as a fire chief 
is of national repute, now, but the greeting ex- 
tended to him by the insurance men. Sunday 
night, was enough te make any man proud. 

One man said, ‘Every time we saw that 
white helmet, through the smoke of the burn- 
ing building, we cheered. We felt that our 
interests were safe.’’ 

To Chief Joyner and his brave men is due 
the credit of confining that fire to four walls. 
With alittle headway, it might have swept 
away that entire block and half a dozen more. 


All night long Sunday the firemen watched 
the Jackson building. 

Every now and then the smouldering e 
bers in among the paper stock, in the upper 
stories, would flare up; or the woodwork in the 
floors and door and window facings would kin- 
dle into a blaze. 

At an early hour yesterday morning the 
werkmen began getting out the remainder of 
the books, papers and furniture of W. H. Pat- 
terson, bond and stock broker, on the first tloor 
on the Pryor street side, and also the office of 
the Metropolitan Street Railway company. 

Mr. Patterson’s loss was slight, anrounting to 
ess than $500, as the most of the books and 
papers in his office were say.d. He was in- 
sured in the Atlanta Home for 500, 

Yesterday morning an office was engaged 
in-room No. 10, Gate City bank, where Mr. 
Patterson is now located. 

In the same room was Mr. W.H. Plane, 
dealer in railroad supplies. Mr. Plane got the 
news of the fire at his home in Baltimore 
block, and ran tothe burning building in just 
six minutes. He only saved a part of his ef 
fects, and lost a number of valuable records, 
catalogues and other documents. He had no 
insurance, 

Mr. Plane has secured quarters in the Gate 
City Bank building. 

THE WELLHOUSE INSURANCE. 

Messrs. Wellhcuse & Sons lost their ma- 
chinery andentire stock, except what was 
stored in the second story of the building occu- 
pied by Brunner & Browder.

‘At 7 a m. the Danmark signalled to us: 
‘We are leaking considerably. There are 
now three feet of waterin the aft hold, and it 
is gaining rapidly.’ I asked ,what I should 
do, and the signal .came, ‘Keep on towing.’ 

At 9:20 a. m. the Danmark again signalled 
ns. This time the signalread: ‘The Dau 
mark is sinking. Wemast abandon the ship. 
Will you take our passengers without a mo- 
ment’s hesitation.’§ Isignalled, ['Yes; I will 
take all on beard and dothe bestli can.’ I 
then cut the tow line, and we dropped down 
tothe Danmark. 

‘(Chief Officer Glen, of that vessel, came on 
board the Missouri and informed me of the con- 
dition of hisship. He said that although the 
weather at the time was fine, Captain Inud- 
sen had decided that for the best interest of 
those on his ship it would 

BE BETTER TO AGANDON HER 
and get all the people on board the Missouri, 
while there was plenty of time. 

“At 9:30 a.in. We lavuched our two life boats, 
in charge of Second Officer Lucas, and Third 
Officer Forsyth, and these two boats ! pro- 
ceeded to the Danmark. In the meantime 
seven of the sinking steainer’s boats were 
mained by the crew of that steamer, and the 
work of transferring the passengers began. A 
heavy swell was running during all of 
this memorable day, making the work 
of removing the people from the sinking 
ship one of great diiliculty, and it was only by 
the hardest kind of work that we were able to 
avoid accidents both to the people and to the 
boats. The women and children were removed 
first, and afterthem the male passengers and 
crew. 

‘The officers of the Danmark remained on 
board their vesse]. At’ p. m. we finished the 
work of transferring the passengers, having 
covsumed nearly five honrs, and getting every- 
body, with the exception of the officers, safely 
on the Missouri without a single accident of 
any kind. 

THE OFVICERS LEAVE THE SHIP. 

‘‘About one hour later the barometer began 
falling; the weather was coming in thick and 
sooking dirty, and I sent word to Captain 
Knudsen and his faithful olficers to leave the 
ship and come on board the Missouri, andg 
after getting some provisions from the Dan- 
mark, which had now settled very perceptibly 
in the water, that vessel was finally aban- 
coned, Captain Knudsen being the last to 
leave his ship.

her hnman cargo, and when the vessel reached 
the first of these docks, she was saluted in 
every possible way, always answering with 
her heavy and sonorous whistle. When 
Greenwich Pit, where the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road company has its coal shipping piers, was 
reached, every locomotive in the yards sent up 
a long continued salute, which was 
taken up by the tugs and the river craft 
in the stream, and it was’ thoroughly 
appreciated by the passengers wiio, apparently 
too amazed or too joyful to answer in any other 
way, hauled out their kerchiefs and waved 
them long and energetically. Before this 
point had been reached the boat was boarded 
by Rey. C. M. Holm, who represented the 
Swedish society of Philadelphia. He went 
aboard the cheering, in their native 
tengue, the passengers, who, in many in- 
stances, were worrying over the loss of all their 
earthly possessions save what they had upon 
their backs. His words had a splendid effect 
upon them, and he was untiring in his efforts 
to render every assistance at his command. In 
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_ this good work of caring for them, he was not 


alone, however, as General Passenger 
Agent Jolin Roth, of the Thingvalla line, 

Kieffer, ofthe passenger department of the 
same line, and Johnson. of the firms of A. E. 
Johnson & Co., of St. Paul, and A. Martensen 
& Co., of Chicago, general northwestern and 
general western agents of the line, respect- 
ively, were there and devoted allof their 
energies in that direction. When the boat 
finally. touched at her pier the work 
of disembarking was an easy task, and 
directly from the ship the passengers were 
conducted to a well laden table, fully 200 feet 
in length, at which they had their fill of good 
things provided, a treat they had not looked 
for, but which was made doubly welcome, 
after their thoroughly kind treatment on the 
Lritish vessel. 

THE CAPTAIN COMPLIMENTED. 

Just befor arriving at the pier, a florist’s 
agent boarded the ship aud searching out 
Captain Murrell, presented him, on 
behalf of several prominent ship 
owners and citizens, with a handsome 
floral ship, the hull and rigging being com- 
posed of pink roses on a sea of evergreens, and 
trimmed with silvered sails. It was a com- 
plete surprise to the captain, but he recovered 
himself and accepted it in a few words, where- 
in his modesty again played a prominent 
part. 

“T thank vou,”’ he said, to those who had 
gathered around him, ‘for the ofticers and 
crew of my _ vessel for this offering, 
because I appreciate that this is not 
alone’ intended for me, but for the 
brave men who surround me, It 
has been said that there are no more British 
sailors, but I have been convinced on this trip 
that the British sailor still lives. I speak for 
my oOflicersand men when lI say that we are 
very glad, indeed,{ that we were able to 
do this much. for these poor people, 
but any oneelse, under the circumstances, 
would have done the same. I thank you for 
myself, for my officers and my crew, for the 
kind way in which you have received us in 
Philadelphia, and 1 am happy to state that I 
broughtall here safe and well, with the excep- 
tion of one little baby, who, when the doctor 
sees it will, I think, enable us to present a 
clean bill of heaith.”’ 

A cheer went up as the rosy-cheeked, weath- 
er-beaten captain tinished his little speech and 
he retired to his quarters. ‘The tlora] tribute 
to his bravery and humanity was an excellent 
specimen of the art of floral design, and was 
admired by everybody who was fortunate 
enough to catch a glimpse of it.

They seemed 
to think of nothing else but the bravery, cool- 
ness, kindness and heroic efforts made in 
their behalf by the officers of the ship they 
deserted, and the one who sheltered and 
succored them. The features of their narra- 
tives were so prominent that they had almost 
lost sight of the causes which led up to their 
trausfer. 

About 11 o'clock tonight a special train on 
the Pennsylvania railroad conveyed nearly 300 
of the Danmark’s emigrants toward their 
destinations in the west and northwest. The 
remaining 65,or thereabouts, who were destined 
in the east, left tonight over thesame line, A 
majority of these bound west are going to Min- 
nesota, Dakota and other points:in that section, 
while some go as far as Washington territory, 
They will be accompanied by agents of the 
Thingvalla line, and will be reprovisioned at 
C} icago. 

Captain Murre!] will be lionized for the next 
day or two as & mark oi esteen 
in which he is held by those 
who know him, and his gailantry.

CHARLESTON’S COMPANY CMANGES 
ITS CHALLENGE. 


The Gate City Guard Held an Important Meet- 
ing Last Night to Consider the Charleston 
Matter—The Companics Will Not Mect at 


Present. 


The Gate City Guard will not drill the Ger- 
man Fusileers, of Charleston. 

The backdown is not on the partof the 
Guard, but of the Fusileers. 

Since the appearance in Tne CONSTITUTION 
of the original challenge of the Charleston 
company, there has been no other feeling 
among the members of the Guard than that it 
would be accepted. The result was that at 
the first meeting the company held after 
the appearance of the Fusileers’ challenge 
the Guard published a card denying all reports 
to the effect that they were mistreated by the 
Charleston company at the Jacksonville drill, 
and at the same time stating that a formal 
challenge, based on the same terms as the one 
published in these columns, would be promptly 
accepted. 
that the two 
drill either in Atlanta or 
Charleston, for five hundred dollars a side. 
The choice of ground was left with 
the Guard, and they selected Atlanta as the 
place, as it would be more convenient for a 
great many members of the company who 
could not get off to attend the drill in Charles- 
ton. The Guard also agreed to pay al! the ex- 
penses of the Charleston company, as they had 
agreed to do the saine for the Guard, provided 
Charleston was chosen,” 

The meeting at which the Fusilcers’ chal- 
lenge was discussed, and the request made 
for a more definite and satisfactory agreement 
was held last Friday night, and the company, 
thinking that the Fusileers would stand up to 
their first proposition, had called a special 
meeting for last night to formally accept and 
set the date for the drill. Consequently the 
boys were out in force lest night, and their en- 
thusiasm over the contest was unbounded, the 
universal feeling being that the drill was an 
assured fact. 

When Captain Lyman Hall had called the 
company to order he took from his pocket a 
telegrain. 

The telegram was from the captain of the 
German Fusileers, of Charleston, and stated 
that his company had never authorized the 
publication of the challenge which had been 
so promptly accepted by the Guard, but that 
the Fusileersa would drill the Gate City Guard 
provided they came to Charleston and would 
use exactly the same programme as that used 
in the Jacksonville drill, and that the same 
squad be used. 

The Charleston company not only required 
that the guard should go to that city, but in- 
sisted that an old and familiar programime be 
used, a programme which they had had ample 
time to perfect themselves in. 

Now, while the Guard would not object to 
meeting the Fusileersin Charleston, providing 
the members of the company could get off to 
go, they would under no circumstances consent 
to the use of the Jacksonville programme, 
which, by the way, was a very easy ono. 

So after all the talk on both sides, 
the drill will, in all wprobabilily, be 
declared off, aud the two rival com- 
panies will have to wait until the 2Ist of next 
month, when the interstate drill occurs at 
Macon, to decide which is the better drilled of 
the two. 

The impression has gone forth that there is 
bad blood between tho Fusileers and the 
Guard, This is entiroly unfounded, for there 
are probably no two companies in the south 
between which a more friendly feeling cxists, 
and when they meet it will be on the most 
cordial terns,
